The Acting. Attorney-General (Hon, E. J. 
Aokroyd), instraoted by Mesgrs. Wotton and 
Deacon, appeared for the plaintiffs; Mr, A.J. 
Leoch, ftistractod by Messrs. Sharp, Johnson, 
and Stokes, for the defendant. : 

The Acting Attorney-General, in opening the 
caso for tha plaintiffs, read the preliminary act 
put in on aithor side. iy « 

The plaintiffs’ proliminary act set out the 
names of the two vesyols and. their masters, 
and set out tho facts to the following effect. 
‘The collision oosurred about 4 a.m. on the morn- 
ing of tho 12th Jane, 1886, about half way aoross 
the channel hatween Tamsni and Focohow. 
The wind was afrosh breeze of about four and 
a Il miles an hour, jank calculation, from the 
N.B. . As to light, thore was no daylight, but 
the night waa clearynod stars visible. ‘The plain- 
tiffs believed that the tide was runniag from 
South to North, but wers not quite sure; it was 
not. running strongly. The juak's‘course was 
N,N, W., ond her speed about 43 miles an hour. 
The junk carried a‘usasl Chinese junk lamp, 
burning on a past at her stern. ':As naar as tho 
plaintiffs conld.jndge, the other ship, whon firat 
noen, way about [2 or 141i distant, bearing S. W. 
The firstlight soan of the approaching vessol was 
the white or masthead light, and before the ool- 
Uston the rod light camointe view. Tho moasures 
taken by the junk to avoid the collision were the 
Duening and finxing of torches on the junk’s qaar- 
tor. Tho Thibet strack the starboard bow of the 
junk justabout opposits the foremast. The Lhibet 
Tnade default in the chservance of Article No, 17 
of the Now Rogulations regarding collisions at 
aon in that sho dtd not keep out of the way of tha 
junk. Tho Fhibet also made dofanit in. the ob- 
pervance of Article No. 18 of the sail New Br- 
gulations in that she did not, when approaching 
the junk, slacken hor sped, or stop, or revorse. 
The Thibet also neglooted to koop a proper 
Jookont. . 

- ~The pealiminary 
set out that the timo of the'collision was a little 
after 4am. on the 12th Juno last at about 25 
miles N.E. of Turnabont Island. Tho wind 
was from the N.B, and blowing abont the force 
of 5, the night being overcast, with oxcasionsl 
showors of tain, and no. tide was observable. 
The steamer Thibef was steering about 8. 45 
W. truo, and woing about 12 knots, and carrying 
the usual masthead and red and groon regulation 
lights, The junk was first soon 240 or 200 yards 
distant, about four points on tho port beam. 
Immodintoly before the collision a light was 
shown upon the jnok which was the first light 
goon on hor, As soon as the junk was seen the 
gong was sounded, the steam whistle was blown, 
the -helm was ported, and the engines wore 
stopped, The storn of the juak atruok the Tathet 
on the port sido, just bafore the -ford rigging: 
The fault lay with the junk in not ‘exhibiting 
any lights wntil the collision was inevitable. 

Tho Acting Attoracy-Gouoral addsd a few 
observations to tho preliminary act, chiefly of an 
orplanatory charactor. Ho said the juuk had fol. 
Jowod tho conras lniddown in the Articles, and hat 
simply kapt on ber course. Sha was therefore in 
no way to blame. bat the Thibet having tukem no 
measures whatever by avoid thaoollision was solely 
tohlame. After thecollision the Uhibel made an 
efort to takovths junk in tow, but hat to abar- 
dou her as showag too much damaged and was 
sinking. Ha thongbt he shonld prove that the 
jnnk followed har proper course, that kor proper. 
Yieht was burning, and that she barat additional 
lights to warn the steamor, and that the Dhibed, 
from the timo shoawas sighted until the collision, 
nover, altered hor oourso, That she did not 
rovarso hor enyinns as she should have tong, and 
dhut.a proper loskout wasnot kept, otherwiso the 
lights on board the junk would have bavu seen.
